WASHINGTON. — President Jim- 
my Carter has revealed that he was 
concerned that his brother Billy's 
registration as a Libyan foreign 
agent “could prove to be an em- 
barrassing incident later on, par- 
ticularly with American Jews." 

Carter's disclosure was con- 
tained In a June 28 personal note 
which he dictated to his secretary 
following a phone conversation with 
his brother 'In which the president 
encouraged Billy to register with 
the Justice Department as a foreign 
agent, thereby avoiding civil or 
criminal prosecution. 

The note, part of the 72 pages of 
testimony and supporting 
documents relating to Billy 
Carter's relationship with Libya, 
was released by the White House 
Monday evening as part of the 
president's intensive efforts to 
clear up the entire affair, which has 
seriously damaged his efforts to 
win re-election. 

Another significant disclosure 
was the U.S.'s persistent attempts 
to improve relations with Libya. 
This emerged in a personal Carter 
note after national security adviser 
Zbigniew BrwwdnsM met with the 
Libyan charge d’affaires in 
Washington in November 1979. 

At a one-hour, nationally- 
televised news conference, the 
president confessed a possible in- 
stance of "bad Judgment" in handl- . 
lng the affair. But he maintained 
that neither he nor his surrogates 
were guilty of illegalities or im- 
proprieties In their dealings with 
Billy Carter. 

“I can’t condone what he has 
done." Carter said. “I am deeply 
concerned that Billy has received 
foods from Libya and that he may 
be under obligation to Libya.” 

The president insisted that he has 
In no way violated his 1976 cam- 
paign pledge to restore Integrity to 
government. 

“Integrity does not mean that a 
mistake Is never made,” he said. 
"Integrity means that when a mis- 


take Is made, even though it was 
highly technical in nature, and was 
inadvertent, it ought to be dis- 
closed." 

Asked how he would feel U he was 
a delegate travelling to the 
Democratic convention In New 
- York In a few days to support a can- 
didate who stood as low as he did in 
the polls and was involved in an in- 
vestigation, Carter said defiantly: 
“I would feel okay." 

Carter said flatly he would not 
release his 2,000 convention 
delegates, which should ensure him 
overwhlmlng endorsement as the 
Democratic candidate on the first 
ballot. 

A close reading of the carefully- 
drafted Carter statement, the ac- 
companying testimony of national 
security adviser Zbigniew 
Brzezlnskl and the related con- 
gressional testimony on Monday of 
Under-Secretary of .State David 
Newsome (a former U.S. am- 
bassador to Libya before Muam- 
mar Gaddafi assumed power 10 
years ago) confirmed that the 
Carter administration was indeed 
anxious to try to Improve relations 
with Libya throughout the past two 
years — the period of Billy’s in- 
. volvemeort- with Libya:' ' 

But the major dilemma facing 
the administration, as acknow!edg w 
ed by the president, was the severe 
political differences between the 
U.S. and Libya accompanied by Im- 
portant economic ties, mostly the 
Bale of Libyan oil to the U.S. 

“There are few governments in 
the world with which we have more 
sharp and frequent policy 
differences than Libya,’ 1 the presi- 
dent said. “Libya has steadfastly 
opposed our efforts to reach and 
carry out the Camp David accords. 
We have strongly differing at- 
titudes towards the PLO and the 
support -of |errorIam.” 

At the same time, Carter con- 
tinued, “Libya illustrates the prin- 
ciple that our relationships with 
other nations can never be cast in 
absolute terms. Libya is a major oil 
supplier, and its high quality crude 
oil Is important to the mix of our

East Coast refineries." 

In a dictated personal note follow- 
ing BrzeztnskTs meeting with the 
Libyan charge d’affaires in 
Washington, All Houderi, on 
November 27, 1979, which Billy 
arranged, the president said: "We 
told them that we would like to have 
better relationships with the 
Libyans and with the government 
Itself." 

Asked why his wife, Ros&lynn, 
had sought to arrange the 
Brzezbnskl-Houderl meeting, on the 
question of seeking the release of 
U.S. hostages in Iran, the president 
said the release of the captive 
Americana had become bis per- 
sonal obsession. 

“I did what Z thought .was best for 
my country and beat for our 
hostages and I believe that was 
what Billy was doing," the presi- 
dent said. 

The administration's desire to 
improve ties with Libya, even 
following the December 2 sacking 
of the U.S. embassy in Tripoli, was 
personally conveyed to the Libyan 
charge d’affaires by the president 
during an extraordinary White 
House meeting on December 6. 

Another personal note dictated by 
Carter following that session read: 

“I Instructed Zblg to have the Li- 
byan ehargs come in. All el- 
Houdari. I had a good discussion 
with him, thanking Gaddafi for 
helping with the hostages (In Iran). 
Telling him that the attack on our 
embassy was inexcusable and very 
serious to us. That if it was resolved 
successfully with an apology, a 
commitment to replace or repair 
the embassy, and his assurance 
that our diplomatic personnel 
would he protected — under those 
circumstances that we would try In 
every way to improve consultations 
with Libya and long-range relations 
with them.” 

The administration's efforts to 
Improve ties with Libya were 
similar to the parallel efforts to 
ease strains with other radical 
Arab states, especially Iraq. 
Indeed, the White House

Jerusalem said last night Its rep- 
ly to President Anwar Sadat's 
message about the Interruption of 
the autonomy talks was “meant to 
keep the door open.” The message 
will be sent to Cairo today. 

There was no confirmation to< 
reports that the message Included a 
conciliatory formula stating that 
everything. Including Jerusalem, 
could be raised at the negotiating 
table. 

However, the message Is thought 
to stress that the Israeli stand on 
Jerusalem Is not new, and was 
clear to President Sadat even 
before Camp David. The message 
also says, apparently, that the new 
Jerusalem Law does not alter the 
status of Jerusalem in any way. 

To support these contentions, 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
will be sending President Sadat tbe 
text of the letter sent to President 
Jimmy Carter about Jerusalem, at 
the Camp David summit. He will 
also send the text of the 3967 law 
passed by the Knesset about 
Jerusalem's status, and the new 
English translation of the law pass- 


ed by the Knesset at the end of last 
month. 

The message will be given by 
Israel ambassador Elinhu Ben* 
Elisa ar to Vice-President Hosni 
Mubarak because President Sadat 
will be in the Sinai. 

Since nothing was available of- 
ficially about the substance of the 
Israeli reply, the media had to 
manage with assurances that the 
message was couched in polite and 
friendly terms. 

The message answers President 
Sadat’s criticisms one by one, in a 
mild tone, and suggests that if 
anybody delayed the negotiations, 
or violated the Camp David accord, 
it was Egypt, not Israel. 

Interior Minister Yosef Burg, 
who heads the Israeli autonomy 
team, said yesterday that "the 
spirit of the reply does not close any 
doors. The reply Is drafted in a 
relatively moderate tone." 

Burg also said that Israel, which 
wants the talks to continue, was not 
the party that Interrupted them. 

He noted that autonomy 
negotiator Sol Llnowitx would 
arrive in the region in 11 days' time, 
presumably to explore the 
background for the talks' cessation.

Egypt Is anxious to continue its 
negotiations with Israel, hut cannot 
do so as long as Israel continues to 
present it, almost daily, with new 
faits accomplis, according to Egyp- 
tian Minister of State for Foreign 
Affairs Butros Ghali. 

Ghali, Interviewed yesterday by 
Israel Television, wai asked 
whether the cancellation of the 
latest round of autonomy talks, due 
to have opened this week in Cairo, 
was an Indefinite postponement. 

The talks were cancelled follow- 
ing last week's Khcsest vote on the 
Jerusalem Jaw. 

"Our real object," Ghali said, “Is 


to reach a comprehensive peace. 
We are for the negotiations. We are 
for the continuation of the dialogue. 
But we cannot continue the 
negotiations as long as we have, 
every few days, a new fait ac- 
compli. The basic aim of the 
negotiations is to solve together 
certain problems... What is impor- 
tant is to have a breakthrough, to 
maintain the dynamics," he con- 
tinued. 

Pressed on what Egypt's attitude 
would be if Israel continued ob- 
durate on Jerusalem, Ghali refused 
to accept a hypothesis In which 
preconditions were put forward.

CAIRO. — Government circles here 
said yesterday that Egyptian Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat will turn to 
Europe for a new Middle East in- 
itiative, now that be views the U.S.- 
Inspired Camp David Peace ac- 
cords as having reached a state of 
deadlock. 

This appears to be toe reasoning 
behind Sadat's decision to dispatch 
Vice-President Hosni Mubarak to 
western European capitals to dis- 
cuss the groundwork for a fresh 
Middle East offensive, the main 
( aim of which would be to counter 
'Israel’s enactment of the 
Jerusalem Law. The Initiative 
would also be aimed at pressuring 
Israel to recognize the right of West 
Bank and Gaza Strip Inhabitants to 
self-determination. 

Mubarak's European tour is 
planned to coincide with tbe conclu- 
sion of the Middle East shuttle 
which the foreign minister of Lux- 
embourg, Gaston Thorn, has just 
conducted on behalf of the Euro- 
pean Community in prelude to a 
summit West European leaders 
plan to hold within the next four to 
five weeks on the Israel- Arab con- 
flict. 

Government circles here in- 
dicated that In his new drive, Sadat 
hopes to achieve three main goals. 

The first is establishment of a 
fallback position, now that he sees 
the Camp David peace accords to 
be threatened on the one hand by 
Premier Menahem Begln’s 
hardline conceptions, and on the 
other by U.S. President Jimmy 
Carter's inability to exercise tils 
mediation role due to preoccupa- 
tion with the Billy Carter affair and 
its effect on his own re-election 
campaign. 

The second Is to rally Christian 
public opinion along with that of the 
Islamic world in rejecting the 
Jerusalem Law. 

Thirdly. Sadat hopes that the new 


initiative he Is seeking to author 
jointly with Europe would help 
close ranks between him and some, 
if not all, of the Arab states which 
are scheduled to hold a summit 
meeting in Amman in November. 

Official circles here said yester- 
day that acquiescence of both the 
Likud government a.id toe Labour 
Party to Geula Cohen's Jerusalem 
bill and Egypt’s subsequent tough 
reaction to it had opened more than 
one gate to a reconciliation between 
Cairo and other Arab capitals, 
which have been boycotting Egypt 
since the signing of the peace treaty 
in March last year. 

The weekly newspaper 47- 
Sipassa, which is known for Its 
close links with Sadat's ruling 
National Democratic Party, this 
week wrote that there were already 
no less than six signals of rap- 
prochement between Cairo and 
other Arab capitals. 

Among these the newspaper 
listed: the exchange of messages 
between Sadat and Sudanese Presi- 
dent Ja'afar Numeiri, as well as 
with the Moroccan monarch 
Hassan and Jordan’s King Hussein ;

Commons reports on four-month study 

Palestine solution seen as ‘priority’ 


Rim continues 
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LONDON (UPI). — The House of 
Commons foreign affairs com- 
mittee said In a report yesterday 
that toe' solution of toe Palestine 
problem Is a key Issue for stability 
In toe Middle- East and Gulf area, - 
and has become "an absolute 
priority.'.' . . 

The committee said there Is no 
evidence that the Invasion of 
Afghanistan was part of on overall 
.Soviet grand strategy to influence 
the Gulf states and threaten 
Western oil supplies. But It added 
that the West must provide Middle 
East regimes with evidence of will 
and ability to resist further Soviet 
aggression.. 

These findings highlighted a 
report by the ii-man all-party com- 


mittee following tour months of 
hearings on Implications of toe in- 
vasion. 

The committee "noted the Soviet 
definition of detente, the oppor- 
tunist trend of Soviet tactics, and 
the now proven capability of toe 
Soviet military command 
successfully to undertake such an 
invasion.'* 

“It Is therefore essential," the 
report said, “for the West to ensure 
that toe current reassessment of 
the general principles on which its 
own capabilities are based is sound. 
There must be a coherent policy 
which will leave no doubt of its 
determination or ability to resist 
further military aggression, 


whether in NATO or In the Third 
World.” 

It added, “Although the Soviet 
Union Is meeting great difficulties 
In Afghanistan, the repercussions 
of the Soviet presence make It im- 
perative that the West continues to 
work tor toe complete withdrawal 
of Soviet forces from that country.” 

Urging “great discretion and 
vigilance" by the Wost In its 
relations with the Gulf and Middle 
East, the report said, “A solution of 
the Palestinian problem has 
become an absolute priority. 

“The need to work for continuing 
good relations with the states of the 
area and to help to maintain the 
security and stability of the Gulf 
and access to Its- all resources has 


become oil the more Imperative 
following the revolution In Iran and 
the Soviet move into Afghanistan.” 

But it added. "While It Is essen- 
tial tc provide regimes In the Mid- 
dle East with evidence that the 
West has both the will and the abili- 
ty to resist further Soviet aggres- 
sion, past experience suggests that 
over-reliance on bases, alliances 
and military power could be 
counterproductive. " 

Warning that the Soviets are ap- 
parently prepared for a long 
struggle In Afghanistan, the report 
said thAt the West must follow up its 
Initial response with "continuing 
prr ssures to make it clear that the 
situation in Afghanistan Is unaccep- 
table."

Activist Ella Stewart 


LONDON (AP). — Ella Winter 
Stewart, radical activist, champion 
of migrant farm workers in 
southern California and widow of 
Hollywood scriptwriter Donald 
Ogden Stewart, died at her home 
here early yesterday. She was 82 
and died three days after the death 
of her husband. 

Stewart was boro in Melbourne, 
Australia, in 1898 to a Gerraan- 
Jewish family. She graduated from 
the London School of Economics, 
travelled widely, and published two 
hooks dealing with her experiences 
in the Soviet Union. She and her 
Os car- winning husband settled in 
London in 1990 after he was 
blacklisted during Senator Joseph 
McCarthy's “anti-communist" 
witchhunt.

TEL AVIV. — Last-minute 
dramatics marked the end of the 
soccer transfer bazaar yesterday, 
os top international defender Gad 
Machness moved from Netanya 
Maccabi to Petah Tikva Maccabl 
with one minute to spare. But Uri 
Malmillian will stay with 
Jerusalem Betar. • 

Three p.m. yesterday was the 
deadline for the signing of players 
by clubs for the next two soccer 
seasons, following the freeze on 
transfers decided on this week by 
the Israel Football Association. At 
2.59 p.m.. Gad Machness rushed 
into the offices of the I FA with the 
necessary documents after the club 
had agreed transfer terms. Petah 
Tikva Maccabl paid IS190.000 for 
Machness. - 

But Netanya Maccabi failed to 
come to terms with Haders Hapoel 
for David Pizanty, the defender 
who has been on' loan - with the 
league champions. A difference of 
L515.000 stopped the deal going 
through and Pizanty will play 
another season with Netanya Mac- 
cabi on loan. 

What would have been the biggest 
transfer is Israel football came to 
naught. Late Monday night word 
reached Tel Aviv Maccabi that 
Jerusalem Betar was ready to sell 
-Urt Malmillian. The price tag for 
the 23-year-old star schemer was 
IS500.000 — double the sum Tel 
Aviv Maccabl paid two days earlier 
for Betar’s Danny Neuman. After 
hectic efforts to beat Betar down 


from its price failed, Tei Aviv Mac- 
cabi let the Malmillian option go. 
Uri will play second division soccer 
for Jerusalem Betar in the coming 
season. 

Yesterday, too. Netanya Maccabi 
and Tei Aviv Hapoel sent In their 
lawyers to challenge the.legallty of 
the international suspensions taken 
out on star players Oded Machness 
and Rifat Turk, 

By the transfer deadlines, some 
200 footballers had switched clubs 
during the off-season. 

Top players who will be wearing 
new shirts in the new season, which 
starts early next month, include 
Glora Spiegel, who will play for 
relegated Tel Aviv Betar where his 
old buddy Mordechai Spiegler is 
now in charge; Yoel Massuari, 28, 
moved from Tel Aviv Shimshon to 
Ramat Amidar Maccabl; and 
Avraham Levy, another veteran, 
will play for Jaffa Maccabi. 

Newly-promoted Jerusalem 
Hapoel will be strongly reinforced 
in attack with Shalom Avltan from 
Beersheba Hapoel and Yehoahua 
Feigenbaum from Shimshon. Mario 
Zokhovitsky will be in the 
Jerusalem goal. 

Haifa Hapoel has signed Eli Mia- 
ly from Jerusalem Betar for IS70,- 
000 and Nahum Tashma from 
Jerusalem Hapoel. Goal-keeper 
Yaakov Asslag was transferred 
from Upper Nazareth to replace 
Binyamin Weinberg, who moved to 
. Bnei Yehuda. The Tel Aviv team 
has also signed striker Moshe 
Yehiel, from Ramat Gan Hakoah, 
paying IS50.000 for each player.

No money, no building, for Haifa museum

HAIFA. — Three years after its 
purchase for expansion of the 
Tikotin Municipal Museum of 
Japanese Art, Haifa’s most. expen- 
sive building plot is still lying idle 
because there is no money to start 
construction. 

The 970-square metre plot, on 
Sderot HanassI adjoining the 
Museum is within walking distance 
of central Carmel. So far, its only 
occupants are a score of trees and a 
sign saying the land is slated for ex- 
pansion of the museum.

000 art objects to Haifa and the 
museum was built to house them. 
Due to Its limited size, however, it 
could never exhibit more than a 
fraction of its collection at a time, 
and the rest remained In storage. 


Connally arrives in Israel

Former U.S. treasury secretary, 
and one-time contender for the 
Republican presidential nomina- 
tion, John Connally, arrived in 
Israel last night as part of a tour of 
Western Europe and the Middle 
East. * 

Connally, who has become* a 
strong supporter of Ronald Reagan 
after unsuccessfully trying to win 
the nomination himself, is also a 
former governor of Texas. He was 
seriously wounded while riding in 
the same car with John F. Kennedy 
when he was assassinated In Dallas 
17 years ago. 

' The former treasury secretary - 
has denied that his overseas tour is 
part 'of an effort to further establish 
his credentials as a possible 


secretary of defence or state in a 
Reagan administration. 

He Will meet with Israeli officials 
and tour Jerusalem this morning 
with Mayor Teddy Kollek. A 
meeting with Deputy Prime 
Minister Yigael Yadin was cancell- 
ed because of a later arrival than 
expected and a crowded schedule 
today. 

He will be in Israel for two days. 

Connally arrived in a private jet 
from Egypt. He had no statement 
for the press at Ben-Gurion Airport. 

Connally is scheduled to meet 
with Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir and. later, with MK Ezer 
Welzman. He has also expressed a 
desire to visit Yad Vashem and to • 
take a helicopter tour over the West 
Bank and the Golan Heights. 


Museum founder Felix Tikotin 
and the city jointly purchased the 
land from the official receiver in 
1977. for less than IS 100.

The Tikotin Museum Is the only 
one of its kind in the country. A 
Swiss millionaire. Tikotin started 
amassing his collection of Japanese 
art objects over 70 years ago in Ger- 


When the adjoining plot was put 
up for sale, museum officials per- 
suaded Tikotin and the municipali- 
ty to buy it because "it provided 
enough room for our much needed 
expansion," Museum director Eli 
Lancman said. City Hall and 
Tikotin agreed to Jointly finance 
construction of a new' pavilion and 
the Japanese Expo Foundation 
pledged $90,000 towards the 
building. Total costs were es- 
timated around Jim. 


Early in 1977, the museum board 
of trustees invited a famous 
Japanese architect, Junzo 
Yoshimura. to design the new 
pavilion. Yoshimura, whose works 
include the Japan House in New 
York City and a new wing at the 


Imperial Palace In Tokyo, arrived, 
in Haifa in March to check the lobar 
ttoh- 

The building would have a 390- 
square metre lecture hall, a 200- 
square metre exhibition hull, a 
library almost as large, parking 
facilities for IS vehicles and a 
Japanese -style garden c onnec tin g 
it to the museum's- original 
building. Also in 1977, the board 
sent one of its members. Technfoa 
Prof. Alfred MansfeM to Tokyo to 
collaborate with Yoshimura bn the 
final drawings. 

No further progress has been 
made since. Tikotin has not been, 
able to raise the funds be expected, 
the city Is short of money, and even 
the architect’s 330,000 In fees have 
not yet been paid. The Japanese 
foundation is said to have threaten- 
ed to cancel Its $90,000 contribution 
should construction be delayed any 
further. . -.*.. 

Meanwhile, the Tikotin Museum 
.has just opened a new exhibition, 
called “Fate and Worship hx 
Japanese Art" It consists of dozens 
of prints and paintings, some of 
which date bade to the ninth. cen- 
tury.

The residents of Dibel claimed 
that terrorists who laid a booby, 
trap near their village, causing the 
deaths of two Christian militia 
soldiers and Injuring two others, 
came through territory controlled 
by Dutch UNIFIL troops. The 
villagers contended that the Dutch 
soldiers made no attempt to stop 
the infiltrators.

Iran’s foreign minister, Sadegb 
Ghotbzadeh, in a letter to UN 
Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim, 
said many of the Iranians arrested 
during demonstrations in 
Washington last week "bear the 
marks of police brutality.” 

He urged that a UN delegation 
immediately visit the detained 
Iranians and report violations of 
human rights. 

UN spokesman Francois Giuliani 
said that "if the U-S. doesn't want 
an inquiry to take place. It won't 
take place... We are not about 'to in- 
terfere in the Internal affairs of a 
member country." 


Earlier, State Department 
spokesman John Trattner said in 
Washington that the U.S. would 
"welcome" an inquiry. 

Iran's chief UN representative 
visited the women detainees on 
Monday. 

All the detaineesare being held in 
New York to await possible depor- 
tation proceedings. They are refus- 
ing food, and some 40 are being 
force-fed because, authorities say, 
the prolonged hunger strike since 
their arrest 10 days ago is threaten- 
ing their lives. 

Up to a quarter of a million 
demonstrators prayed and chanted 
in a solemn religious protest to 
Teheran’s streets early yesterday, 
convinced that 193 detained Iranian 
students are lying tortured In U.S. 
Jails. 

The official Iranian news agency 
Para yesterday also accused 


"bloodsucking British police with 
whips" of beating and riding horses 
over 72 Iranian youths arrested to a 
demonstration outside the 
American Embassy in London to 
protest the arrests in the U.S. 

The 72 demonstrators were 
^detained Monday night and 
remanded in custody at two London 
courts yesterday for. refusing to 
give their names to authorities. 

In other developments; Iran's 
Consultative Council (parliament) 
yesterday dis m issed one of its 
members. Admiral Ahmed Madani. 
who recently resigned Us post as 
naval commander, after finding 
him guilty of spying for the U.S.. 
the state-owned Teherah Radio 
said. 

The broadcast said 176 deputies 
voted for the expulsion, one voted 
against and seven abstained, after 
debating 22 documents accusing

The application says the 
minister's decision not to permit 
Lansky to visit is based bn invalid 
premises, mainly considerations of 
how his own political -standing 
might be Affected if he granted the 
right to enter. 

- Meyer Lansky, now 78. arrived In 
Israel on a tourist visa on July 27. 
1970. One year later, after his 
tourist visa was extended six times, 
he applied to the Ministry of the 
Interior for Israeli citizenship un- 
der the Law of Return. 

Interior Minister Burg in f ormed 
Lansky on September 24, 1971 that 
his application was denied. 

Lansky immediately Initiated a 
series of legal steps aimed at rever- 
sing the decision, and on November 
25. 1971 the High Court of Justice 
ordered Burg to refrain from issu- 
ing an expulsion order and to show 
cause why Lansky should .not be 
granted an Immigrant's visa under 
the Law of Return. 

It was not until March 1972 that 
the main court battle began, in 
.which' the state tried to document 
Lansky's criminal past In an ‘ 
attempt to prove he fitted into a 
catch-clause in the Law of Return 
that denies Israeli citizenship to 
persons ‘‘with a criminal past who 
are likely to endanger the public 
welfare.” 

The court found for the state on 
September 12 , 1972, defining 
“criminal past” as not limited to 
actual convictions for criminal 
offences, but also embracing a mul- 
titude of sins — proven or merely 
suspected — which the interior 
minister feels should be taken Into 
account. 

Lansky subsequently received a 
laisser-pasaer ‘ — his U.S. passport 
had previously been revoked —

AFEX. — The havoc Roman 
soldiers wrought in Antipatris in 
the year 70 C.E. gave archeologists 
digging on this site last month one 
of their more thrilling finds. It was 
a house which collapsed in the fire, 
burying and preserving In virtually 
perfect condition an underground 
store of wine jars, oil lamps and 
other food and household utensils. 
It looked "as if a housewife was put- 
ting her larger in order the day 
before the disaster occurred," Prof 
Moshe Kochavl, of Tel Aviv Univer- 
sity’s archeology department, told 
reporters yesterday. 

Antipatris, according to 
Josephus, showed some resistance 
to the occupying Romans, and 
Vespasian, the Roman com- 
mander. sent troops “to restore 
order.” The operation put an end to 
a prosperous trading town which 
Herod built in 9 B.C.E. on the site of 


the Hellenistic (but largely Jewish) 
town of Pegal — a distortion of the 
Hebrew Afek, which In turn* was 
transformed by tbe Arabs into Fe- 
jja, the name of a nearby village. 

This summer was the ninth con- 
secutive dig conducted by Prof.. 
Kochavl for the university. He was' 
assisted by teams beaded by Dr. 
Don Hobson, of Alleghany Universi- 
ty, Dr. Shone Winn, University of 
Mississippi; Prof. David Ownen, 
Cornell; and Dr. William 
Neldinger, Rice University. A hun- 
dred volunteers, mostly students 
from these universities, but in- 
cluding a score from . Germany, 
worked on the site from June 15. 

There will be no digging next 
year, Kochavl said, to give scien- 
tists a respite to organize their finds 
since 1972. A three-volume scien- 
tific account Is in preparation, to be 
published in the U.S., and a 120- 
page popular version will be issued 
in Hebrew. 


Afek is rare among the historical 
lelx of Palestine in that it provides 
relics of uninterrupted human oc- 
cupation for over 5,000 years, 
Kochavl naoted. 

One of the finds this season was a 
vast Canaanite palace which ex- 
isted roughly between 1,800 and 1 .- 
500 B.C.E., and was destroyed by 
an Egyptian occupation. The 
palace consisted of a large hall, 10 
by 20 metres, encompassed by two- 
metre thick stone walls, with a floor 
paved even by thirty centimetres of 
thick plaster. Apparently, Kochavl 
said, the citadel occupied most of 
the tci. When the Turks constructed 
their fortress on the site, more than 
3,000 years later, they erected tbe 
walls of their compound alongside 
the ancient Canaanite structure. 

According to Kochavl, the 
remains of the Egyptian "govern- 
ment office," unearthed in previous 
digs, are now ready for restoration 
and public viewing. 


Pay up, or pay more, 
Jerusalemites told

Freelancers end 
TV House strike

Poor bear brunt of soaring inflation

The lowest income group has 
been hardest hit by inflation in the 
first half of the year, while the top 
ten per cent of earners got off 
relatively lightly — according to 
data released yesterday by the Cen- 
tral Bureau of Statistics. 

The data show that while the con- 
sumer price index, which measures 
‘the average consumption basket for 
.the population as a whole, has risen 
by 49.4 per cent between December 
1979 and June 1980, the cost of living 
of tbe poorest ten per cent has gone 
up by 53.8 per cent People in the 
top ten per cent had to pay only 47.1 
per cent more for their goods. 

If the cost of housing — which for 
moat families is not a cash outlay, 
but an imputed income — is exclud- 
ed from the calculation, the cost of 
living of the lowest income group 


rose by 54.9 per cent, compared 
with 51.5 per cent for the whole pop- 
ulation, while the top income 
group's outlay went up by 49.3 per 
cent. 

These changes mean that the cost 
of living of the lowest income group 
has. in the first half of 1980. risen by 
18 per cent more than that of those 
at the top of the ladder. The 
difference is., concentrated mainly 
’ in the cost of food and transporta- 
tion. 

The food price increase has been 
about the same for everyone. But 
the poor spend more on food — 32 
per cent of their Income — than the 
average (19 per cent) or the rich (12 
per cent). Thus the rise in food 
prices, which was 56.65 (ier cent, 
compared with 49.4 per cent for the 
price Index as a whole, affected the 
poor worse than the well off. 


The cost of transportation rose by 

40.8 per cent for the population as a 
whole — but in the lowest Income 
group the increase per capita was 

48.9 per cent, while the top income 
decile- paid only 40.6 per cent more. 

The difference is the result of the 
higher than average rise in the cost 
of public transportation fares, 
which went up 52 per cent, and 
. caused a 70 per cent increase in the 
outlays for “transport and mall aer- 
» vices 1 '- among the lowest ten per 
cent, while the top earners paid 
only 5 per cent more. 

At the same time, the cost of 
maintaining a private car, which is 
a more important outlay in the top 
income group, went up by only 81 
per cent, and increased tbe cost of 
“transport and mall services” Item 
In the consumption basket by 66 per 
cent.

Social benefits rise 
by 5.2% in August

Allowances and social benefits to 
lower-income groups .wifi rise by 5.2 
per cent in August. This is the latest 
in a series of adjustments in 
National Insurance Institute 
payments arising from the in- 
flationary spiral. 

This month's old-age and 
workmen's- compensation 
payments will be: individual, 
IS748.80; couple, 131,123.20. Sur- 
vivors' . and dependents' 
allowances, together with social 
benefits and alimony payments, 
will be: parent with one child, 
ISl.123.40; parent with two 
children, 131,348.10. General dis- 
ability benefits for those with a 100 
per cent disability rating will be: 
Individual, 13748.80; couple without 
children, 131,123.20; couple with 
one child, 131,273; couple with two 
children, 131,422.80. 

The amount of payment rises 
automatically with each ac- 
cumulated increase .of 10 per cent 
or more in the cost-of-living index, 
j. Since the payments were already 
Increased in July by six per cent, 
this month's payments reflect the 
rest of the increase. 


Silver, not spying, behind theft — police

Police are certain that a substan- 
tial quantity of large size negative 
film, apparently stolen from the air 
force in what was initially thought 
to be an espionage bid, was actually 
taken for its valuable silver nitrate 
composition. 

The film was found in the truck of 
a Bethlehem man, who said he was 
transporting it to two men in 
Mevasseret Zion, west of 
Jerusalem. The driver said he did 
not know that the film was recon- 
naissance flight material stolen 
from the Israel Defence Forces. 

A police spokesman said yester- 


day that the police have not been In- 
volved in the investigation since the 
film was found, but that a uniform- 
ed officer accompanied security 
services agents who made the In- 
itial arrests of a reserve army of- 
ficer. a soldier and the truck driver. 

According to police sources, the 
film Is all black and shows nothing. 

But military sources have said 
that some of the film shows recon- 
naissance shots, albeit outdated. 
The police sources said that they 
are convinced that the film w as 
stolen merely for production of 
silver from its chemical com- 
pounds.

TEL AVTV. — The five-day work 
week will be the norm In Israel 
within seven to ten years, the 
Institute of Productivity predicted 
In a report released yesterday. But 
Labour Minister Israel Katz has 
warned agalnat compelling in- 
dustry to adopt the shorter work 
week, which the institute termed 
"unavoidable.” 

The work day will be longer to 
compensate for losses of the sixth 
day. the report predicted. But it 
also said the change will 
nevertheless cause a 0.9 to 1.5 per 
cent decline in industrial output and 
an increase In consumption as peo- 
ple enjoy longer weekends. - 
It said the change, while un- 
avoidable, should not be hurried by 
legislation. “We're part of the 
Western world. Nearly all the coun- 
tries there have shifted to the five 


day work-week." the report said. 

Some 100.000 workers in 300 to 350 
enterprises in Israel are already 
working on a five-day week basis. 
After 1982 the shift from the six- to 
five-day work week will be speeded 
up, and eventually employees In the 
public service sector will press for 
the shorter work week, the institute 
added. 

Explaining why it predicated a 
slight drop in productivity, the 
report said output had declined In 
textile, .food and some metal In- 
dustries plants whleh have adopted 
the shorter work week. However, 
output Increased by 5 to 7 per cent 
In electronics and pharmaceutical 
plants. There was no change in . 
productivity in SB per cent of the * 
enterprises which had opted for the • 
five day work week. 

Most of the plants where output 
declined are located in develop- 
ment areas, the institute added. 


Work starts on controversial garage

Excavations have begun for a 
‘much-debated underground park- 
ing garage alongside Belt Agron at 
the edge of Independence Park. 

The garage is being built near the 
park, instead of beneath the Bank 
Hapoallm tower that is to go up on 
the site of the old Zion Cinema, 
following a long dispute that was 
finally settled by the National Plan- 
ning Council. 

Municipal regulations require 
Bank Hapoallm to build 144 un- 
derground parking places. 
Municipal planners asked that 233 
of these places not be built beneath 
the building, but In the underground 
lot planned for the Belt Agron area 
100 metres to the south. This move 
would keep traffic away from the 
clogged streets around Zion 
Square, the planners reasoned. It 
would also help pay for the 220-car 
Beit Agron lot. long-planned as one 


of 10 such parking facilities on the 
periphery of the downtown business 
area. In a highly unusual move, city 
engineer Amnon Niv objected to 
. this solution. He appealed against 
the official municipal position to the 
National Planning Council, the 
highest planning body in the coun- 
try, to have the places built beneath 
the Bank Hapoallm building. His 
appeal failed. 

Some 60 per cent of the ISlOm. 
cost of the four-storey underground 
facility Is to be paid by the Bank 
Hapoallm building developers. The 
rest of the cost will be met by the 
municipality and Transport 
Ministry. Construction is scheduled' 
to take two years. 

The site has until now been a 
street-level parking area for 60 
cars. When the underground facili- 
ty is completed, the surface will 
become a public piazza with a small 
amphitheatre.

Zimbabwe minister 
held in murder 
of white "farmer 


Wednesday, August 6, 1980 The 


SALISBURY. •- Zimbabwe's 
minister of manpower, Edgar 
Tokcro, was detained by security 
police yesterday in connection with 
the brutal murder of a white 
farmer, police said. 

Tekcrc, who is secretary-general 
of Prime Minister Robert Mugabe's 
Zimbabwe African National Union- 
Patriotic Front Party, was arrested 
with several other men during a 
police swoop In downtown 
Salisbury. 

Government sources confirmed 
that Tckcre was detained but would 
not detail the minister's involve- 
ment In the slaying of white farmer 
BUI Adams at his suburban 
Salisbury farm near Stamford. 

Government sources said 
witnesses had told police they saw 
two cars leaving the murder scene. 
Police spotted the vehicles outside 
an apartment block In Centre City 
and moved in under the cover of 
sharpshooters placed on surroun- 
ding rooftops. 

In a happier scene yesterday In 
Salisbury, tears, band music, 
cheers and flowers greeted the 


returning Zimbabwe Olympic 
team. The favourites of the airport 
welcoming ceremony were the 
members of the gold medal 
women’s hock cy team. 

A multi-racial crowd of* hundreds 
cheered the white team members 
ns they descended from a jetliner, 
crying and holding their medals 
aloft. Aband played on the tarmac. 

And Mozambique President 
Sam ora MacheJ. on a live day state 
visit here, yesterday visited the 
fabled Zimbabwe ruins after which 
this three month old republic is 
named. 1 

The Marxist Mozambique leader, 
after whom a main Salisbury 
highway was named on his arrival 
on Monday, is the first head of state 
to visit Zimbabwe since in- 
dependence on April 18. 

At the end of the visit on Friday 
he is expected to sign a wide- 
ranging series of agreements with 
Zimbabwe President Cana'an 
Banana embracing transport and 
communications to lessen 
dependency on neighbouring South 
Africa. (UPI.AF) 1 


Iraq president in Saudi Arabia for talks

Armenians 
claim ‘credit’ 
in terror raid 

LYON lAP). — A gunman walked 
into the Turkish consulate here 
yesterday and opened fire, woun- 
ding three people, two of them 
seriously, police said.

(SALA) claimed responsibility. 

Police said the assailant fired his 
pistol at the reception desk while an 
accomplice stood watch outside. 
The two then fled. 

Consulate clerk Mehemed Borz- 
dag. wounded in the arm. ran to a 
nearby police station to get help. 

The seriously wounded persona 
were rushed to hospital. 

One. Muzjln Totrak, 30, was hit in 
the groin and- abdomen, police said. 
Kadir Atalgan. 18, was hit in the 
stomach. 

An anonymous caller phoned the 
Agcncc France Presse saying the 
assault was the work of SALA. 

SALA. one of four Armenian un- 
derground movements which claim 
to have perpetrated 130 bombings 
and slayings in Europe over the 
past 5>£ years, last Thursday 
claimed responsibility for killing a 
Turkish diplomat In Athens and 
wounding his wife and two children. 

The caller told the French news 
agency that attacks would continue 
"until justice Is done for the 
genocide of 1913," when the Turkish 
army massacred 1.5 million 
Armenians.

The ‘ultimate’ experience on 
a remote Chinese mountain 


VISIT Prince Charles, the 31- 
year -old heir to the British throne, 
will pay a visit to Nepal In 
December after a planned 18 -day 
trip to India. Buckingham Palace 
announced yesterday. 
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PEKING (UPI). — Three 
Americans conquered one of 
China's remotest mountains, skied 
down its slopes into a sparkling 
sunset and set what Its leader oald 
yesterday were new frontiers In 
mankind's adventures. 

Team leader Ned Gillette, 35, and 
Janet Reynolds, 24, both of Stowe, 
.Vermont, and Galan Powell. 39, of 
Berkeley, California, were the first 
foreigners to climb one of the eight 
peaks in China recently opened to 
climbers from abroad. 

They reached the top of Mount 
Muztag Ata in extreme western 
China near Afghanistan and 
Pakistan on July 21 an mountain- 
climbing skis specially fitted with 
synthetic "skins" for climbing. 

From the summit of the 7,382 
metre peak the three Americans 
slipped oft the “skins*' and took off 


downhill on freshly fallen snow In a 
golden sunset and for an hour and a 
half it was an "ultimate" ex- 
perience, Gillette said. 

“It was just a sense of relief, 
elation." he said. ‘T guess it's like 
giving birth — pain and happiness 
all at the some time.” 

The six-member team believes 
that Reynolds was the first woman 
to ski down a mountain summit of 
that height. 

“They call me the highest lady In 
skiing." she said. 

Describing the descent from the 
summit to camp' 2 at 6,091 metres, 
Gillette said weariness from the 
laborious 10 -hour climb and the 
thrill of the downhill slide was 
almost "magical/* 

“The sun was going down,” he 
said. “We could see the shadow of 
the night coming tip the snow- 
capped mountain.” 


ROME. — A nationwide police hunt 
for the suspected neo-fascists 
whose bomb kffled 77 people and in- 
jured nearly 299 at Bologna 
railroad station continued yester- 
day under cover of secrecy ordered 
by the state prosecutor.

‘‘So f&r nothing speefar has 
emerged to help the Investigation." 
he said. 

He said in addition that police and 
carabinieri (state police) officials " 
had summoned a large number of 
people to police stations for 
questioning, and that other people 
were coming to police with infor- 
mation they believed might be 
useful. 

Premier Cosslga met for three . 
and a half hours with his cabinet 
and top security officials yesterday 
to discuss the bombing and the 
security and political problems

• A communique issued after the 
meeting stated bluntly that the 
government considered “the fascist 
extreme right” was responsible Ipr 
the massacre.

Waldheim inspects tense 
Thai-Kampuchean border 


NON MARK MOON. Thailand 
(AP). — UN Secretary-General 
Kurt Waldheim made a two-and-a- 
half-hour inspection of the tense 
Thal-Kampuchean border yester- 
day as Thai authorities recounted 
for him Vietnam's June attack 
across the frontier into Thailand. 

At this village — which bore the 
brunt of the Vietnamese attack — 
Waldheim was briefed by Thai 
Foreign Minister Siddhi Save tad a 
who used a map to explain 'the in- 
cursion In which he said one 
villager had been killed and 22 
others wounded. SIddhi said that 
■Vietnamese forces- had now pulled 
back about three kilometres Into 
Cambodia. 

There were no reports of new 
'fighting or shelling along the 
stretch of border north of the Thai 
town of Aranyaprathet visited by 
Waldheim. 

The visit climaxed three days of 
talks with leaders in Hanoi and 
Bangkok over the potentially ex- 
plosive problem of Kampuchea. 


The talks appeared to have reached 
no solution satisfactory to both 
sides. 

Siddhi tried to show Waldheim 
captured Vietnamese weapons on 
display at the Khao 1 Dang refugee 
camp, but Waldheim turned away 
and walked to his vehicle. He also 
declined to talk to waiting villagers 
at Non Mark Moon. 

At Nang Chan. Waldheim asked 
an official of the UN Children's 
Fund to brief him about reports 
that Vietnamese were demanding 
payments from Kampucheans go- 
ing to the border to receive Inter- 
national aid. The directo r of 
emergency operations for UNICEF 
in Thailand, Knud Christenssen, 
said he had received no information 
about such incidents. 

But officials of the Red Cross, 
UNICEF and other relief 
organisations operating along the 
border have told newsmen that. 
Kampucheans at Nong Chan said 
Vietnamese soldiers forced them to 
pay "fees” to approach the fron- 
tier. 


S. Korea bars human rights officials 


LONDON (UPI). — South Korea 
refused entry to two human rights 
investigators anxious to check 
reports of alleged torture of 
political prisoners and mass 
arrests, Amnesty International 
said yesterday. 

The South Korean embassy in 
Tokyo refused visa application 
forms to the Amnesty Investigators 
— - deputy secretary-general Dick 
Oostlng and American lawyer 
Edward Baker — and told them the 
timing of their trip was in- 
convenient because the issue of 
human rights was "too sensitive in 


South Korea at this time,” the 
human rights organization said. 

The Amnesty investigators 
planned to meet government of- 
ficials and discuss the treatment of 
hundreds of prisoners allegedly 
held Incommunicado, including 
that of opposition leader Kim Dae- 
Jung,' who faces a possible death 
sentence, said Amnesty. 

"The government's refusal to 
allow us to investigate such 
allegations has intensified our con- 
cern about the abuses we have had 
reported to us,” said Amnesty 
secretary-general Thomas Ham- 
marberg. 


Caribean storm causes ‘national disaster* 


KINGSTON, Jamaica (UPI). — 
"Great Hurricane” Allen, a once- 
in- a- century storm that has killed 
eight people and left a “national 
disaster" in Its wake, generated 273 
kph winds yesterday as it roared 
towards Haiti, Jamaica and Cuba. 

"Hurricane conditions will 
spread over extreme eastern Cuba 
tonight," said Dr. Nell Frank, chief 
of the National Hurricane Centre. 

“The outer fringes of Allen will 
'begin affecting southwest Haiti and 
Jamaica this afternoon with winds 


increasing to hurricane farce 
tonight,” he said. 

Allen, the worst storm in the 
eastern Caribbean Sea In a century, 
left at least eight people dead and a 
“national disaster" on the resort 
island of St. Lucia when it roared 
out of the Atlantic into the Carib- 
bean on Monday. 

"At this strength, Allen is a very 
dangerous and threatening storm 
and it wQl ultimately bring devasta- 
tion to any land mass it hits,” 
hurricane forecaster Paul Hebert 
said.

-TWO OTHER details of the expedi- 
■ ; ^'.fion stuck In 19-year-old Jo Ann 
^ 'Taylor’s • memory. On the drive 
- -■"■home, just before entering St. 
^George, the students’ cars were 
stopped by an official and hosed 
‘ --.’.down to remove the fall-out dust. 
- :“We thought it was great to have a 
■free carwash.” she said. But. later 
• - that morning, Jo Ann combed her 
" - hair and was horrified when a thin 
: .layer of skin from the top of her 
■-! “.scalp came off like a cap. and all 
.-the fine hair with it. She was the 
-i pxatiy one pot .wearing a hat. 

. _.v Her -hair never, .did grow back; 
Knowing nothing about the effects 

of radiation, her doctor diagnosed 

severe sunburn. Then her teeth 


for a quarter of a century, clearly 
show that any scientific doubt about 
the long-term effects of fall-out 
were swept aside by the larger con- 
sideration that the U.S. had- to to 
develop bigger and more 
devastating atom bombs. 

The world's first atomic bomb 
was exploded in great secrecy In 
the New Mexican Desert in 1945. 

. The next two were dropped within 
weeks on Hiroshima and NagaaakL- 
At the end of World War IZ; 
Am erf can. scientists believed It 
would take another 20 years for 
Russia to develop Its own atomic 
bomb, but, thanks -to an efficient 
spy system, Moscow had, the secret 
in three. There was panic in 
Washington. 

Any more atomic explosions 
within the U.S. were ruled out as 
unacceptable. New sites were found 
in the Marshall Islands, and the un- 
suspecting peasants of Bikini and 
Eniwetok evacuated. But by June 
of 1950, the U.S. had become In- 
volved in the Korean War and It 
became, too risky to ship atomic 
bombs to the Pacific. Another Im- 
portant consideration was the 
physical safety of scientists and the 
travelling time which had to be 
taken from their secret research. 

A 1,350-square-ipile site In the 
Nevada desert .was chosen, not only 
for its isolation, hut because It was 
calculated that prevailing winds 
would carry the fall-out away from 
the populous part of Southern 
California and in a swathe which 
would miss' Las Vegas and Salt 


graze on mountain slopes close to 
home. In winter they move west to 
the wanner ranges of Nevada. 

The sheep herders ore rugged 
men who lead a lonely outdoor 
camp-life for weeks on end. Every 
spring they head back home, in 
tfmo for lambing. They didn't 
realize it. but once atomic testing 
started, both their outward and 
homeward Journeys were in the 
direct path of the fall-out. 

In the spring of 1953 there was a 
series of particularly dirty atomic 
tests known as Operation Upshot- 
Rnotholt. These bombs were ex- 
ploded from wooden towers only 100 
metres from the ground. 

Such low explosions Inevitably 
create huge clouds of dust which 
become radioactive and travel with 
- the wind. - A sudden rainfall can 
cause a deluge of fall-out. Or at- 
mospheric conditions can shunt 
radioactive clouds against moun- 
tain sides, creating unexpected 
“hot spots". 

The sheep must have been sub- 
ject to many of these onslaughts. 
Two sheepherders tell of a In 
heavy protective clothing driving 
up to them shouting, "Get out of 
here fast. You are In a real hot 
spot.'' Large herds of sbeep can't 
be moved quickly, they explained. 
The official, shook his head and 
drove off. 

On the trail back to Cedar City in 
the spring of 1953 hundreds of sheep 
died. Many had deep burns on their 
faces where they had foraged close 
to the ground. Many aborted. 
Others gave birth to dying or 
deformed Iambs: All told, 4,300 
sheep out of about 18,000 perished. 

Convinced that this was radiation 
damage, some Cedar City sheep- 
farmers sued the Federal Govern- 
ment. They lost the case for want of 
proof.

The above-ground Nevada tests 
lasted from 1951 to the limited test 
ban treaty of 1962, after 1 which they 
went underground. Udall is now 
alleging that the "relative un- 
inhabitants" were the unwitting 
subjects of a calculated experiment 
to determine whether fall-out caus- 
ed health damage. 

"In the early days, the Atomic 
Energy Commission made a quick 
judgement, that it (fid not, so they 
continued with the tests," Udall 
said. "But the only thing they used 
as a measuring stick was 'external 
exposure’ — - the dust which fell on 
people. They didn’t calculate what 
would happen when it got into the 
food chain or when it was In- 
haled. They simply assumed that if 
ybu didn't get radiation burns, your 
body may have suffered some In- 
sult but it would recover. Later, 
when evidence began to show up to 
the contrary, they Ignored the 
evidence."

THE FIRST CLUES came from 
several sheep farmers based In 
Cedar City, about 80 kms. north of 
SL George.

IT IS HARDER to arrive at the 
adult statistics. So many young peo- 
ple move out of rural areas to work 
in cities. Typically, Jo Aim Taylor 
— now Mrs. Jo Ann Workman — 
lives in California. " I am not a 
Utah statistic,'" she remarked. 

Elmer Pickett, who owns the 
local hardware store, has lost 11 
members of his .immediate "family 
to cancer — and he has had a thyroid 
tumour removed. "We never had a 
single case of cancer before,"he 
said, "and until this happened most 
of my relatives lived into their 
nineties. Two of them turned a hun- 
dred." 

He and Jo Ann Workman are 
among the civilians suing the U.S. 
Government for massive compen- 
sation. Separate suits are being fil- 
ed on behalf of hundreds of 'other 
cancer victims who, as soldiers, 
worked on the Nevada test range, 
or as engineers, in local uranium 
mihes. Also, after 25 years, the 

sheep-fanners' case la to go to 

appeal. 

There Is persuasive evidence on 
the side of the victims. Long-secret 
documents which their lawyers 
have obtained under the Freedom . 
of Information Act indicate that by 
1955 senior members of the Atomic 
Energy Commission had a very 
good Idea of the health risk. But 
they disregarded them because, as 
one commissioner remarked, "We 
must not let anything interfere with 
this series of tests-" 

At the same closed meeting, in 
February 1955, another com- 
missioner observed that "People 
have to learn to live with the facts 
of life, and one of the facts is fall- 
out." • .

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Phoenix launches campaign to 
protect homes from burglars

TEL AVIV. — The Phoenix l Israeli 
Insurance company has launched a 
drive to teach householders how to 
protect their homes from burglars. 

The focal point of the campaign is 
the tsrRell housewife — who. not 
only spends more' time at home 
than her husband, but whose 
Jewellery is also the number one 
target for housebreakers. 

Although Yosef Hackney, 
director-general of Phoenix, noted 
that the purpose was to give 
householders a more secure feeling 
.by teaching them how to foil 
robberies. It Is well known that all 
the insurance companies have been 
losing heavily lately* due to the soar- 
ing rate of burglaries. 

Some re-insurance companies 
abroad, who have also been losing 
heavily due to the rate of burglaries 
in Israel, have already expressed 
doubts about continuing to Issue re- 
insurance policies to Israeli com- 
panies. 

Phoenix is now preparing a small 
booklet explaining the various 
methods of "securing” a home 
from invasion by thieves. It will be 
distributed through all Phoenix 
agencies, as well as by all travel 
agencies since a prime target of the 
burglars are unattended flats while 
the owners are having a good time 
abroAd. 

According to a survey Phoenix 
has drawn up, some 20.000 homes 
and flats were broken into during 
1979. (These figures do not include 
stores, factories, or warehouses.) 
The value of the stolen goods is 
about ILi.2S0m. 

Jewellery constitutes the most 
valuable object (in terms of 
money) stolen, and accounted for 42 
per cent of the total value of the 


stolen goods. This was followed by 
TV sets. 10 per cent: stereos, 8 per 
cent; radios and tape recorders, 6 
per cent: rugs, 8 per cent; cameras 
and movie projectors,’ 5 per cent; 
wrist watches and all other clocks, 
5 per cent; and electrical 
appliances. 4 per cent. 

About 40 per cent of all robberies 
arc committed between 8 a.m. and 
2 p.m., when the home is either left 
vacant since both partners are at 
work, or when the housewife goes 
shopping or to bring the children 
from the kindergarten or school. 

Another 20 per cent take place In 
the early afternoon until the early 
evening (people are generally at 
home taking a nap) ; while 30 per 
cent take place from the early even- 
ing until midnight, when the 
householders go out. Only 10 per 
cent toke place from midnight until 
early morning. 

Forty-five per cent of the 
households hit are on the ground 
floor, with the second floor accoun- 
ting for only 22 per cent; and the 
third and other floors for 33 per 
cent. 

One out of every 90 flats in Israel 
is robbed each year. 

The most common method of 
breaking in Is simply to shimmey 
up a pipe, and Jump onto an open 
balcony or slip through an open 
window. This accounts for 52 per 
cent of all illegal entries. 

This is followed by forcing the 
lock of the front door, 26 per cent; 
ripping off bars from the windows, 

8 per cent: using a skeleton key, 3 
per cent: and climbing down from 
the roof, 1 per cent. 

Adi Kotzer, who for the past 22 
years has been Phoenix's expert on 
preventing burglaries, gives a few 
tips on how to reduce the incidence 
of robberies. 

First, close all "apertures" — • 


doors, windows, etc., and even 
make sure the air conditioner is 
chained, so that it cannot be lifted 
out of the outside wall and stolen 
while the burglar worms his way 
in: secondly, make sure the front 
(and other doors) are properly 
fitted. 

He divided such doors Into two 
main categories: those with hollow 
or soml-hallow interiors, l.e.. two 
pieces of plywood nailed to a frame, 
and those doors made of solid wood 
or metal. 

. The best thing to do with the 
"hollow door" Is to throw it away 
and get a better type. 

As for the better type, a number 
of .small factors will make it more 
burglar resistant: these include 
making sure that the cylinder of the 
lock is not exposed, that there is a 
piece of metal on the door frame so 
that a screwdriver cannot be used 
to force the door open, etc., and 
special arrangements made so that 
the door cannot be simply lifted off 
its hirtges. 

The type of lock is also impor- 
tant: some can be "picked” by an 
expert in li seconds; others take 
much, much longer. 

Bars on the windows should he 
made of reinforced metal and be 
firmly attached to the walls; and 
finally, electronic devices were 
highly useful, especially the more 
sophisticated ones. 

Some of these will sound an 
alarm when the “volume of the 
burglar’s body" is sensed within 
the room: others are set off by the 
heat of the intruder’s body, and still 
others by loud vibrations. 

As for Israel’s burglar communi- 
ty. Kotzer thinks that about 10 per 
cent are "real professionals," while 
the remaining 90 per cent are rank 
amateurs.

Glut forces oil 
prices down 


LONDON (Reuter). — A glut of oil 
has sent free spot prices tumbling 
and put new pressure on the expor- 
ting nations to trim output, accor- 
ding to Industry sources. 

Industry executives said the glut 
appeared to be bearing out predic- 
tions by Saudi oil minister Ahmed 
Zaki Yamani that market forces 
will compel the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) to do as he urges and adopt 
a new, moderate pricing formula 
later this year in the Interest of both 
oil producers and users. 

The sources noted reports, not yet 
officially confirmed, that Nigeria 
has been forced to cut output by 10 
per cent to two million barrels per 
day because of difficulty in finding 
buyers. 

Petroleum Intelligence Weekly, 
an authoritative industry Journal, 
said It learned late last week of the 
cutback by Nigeria, a major 
producer within the 13-state OPEC. 

The weekly said the cut applied to 
high quality oil which Nigeria wish- 
ed to sell at premium prices. Abu 
Dhabi and Malaysia have made 
smaller production cuts, the 
sources said. 

Spot prices have fallen for most 
crude oils and refinery products. 
But premium North African 
crudes, as in the case of Nigeria, 
have been hit hardest by the slump 
on the spot market, where oil not 
covered by long-term contracts is 
freely traded- 

Rotterdam traders said the spot 
price for Nigerian crude had gone 
$3 a barrel below the official rate of 
S37 for a barrel (42 U.S. gallons). 

"The tumble on the spot market 
for African crudes represents the 
biggest price 'deflation' since an oil 
surplus developed following the 
1973-74 price explosion," Petroleum 
Intelligence Weekly commented.

Sunfrost to sell 
frozen meluchiya

ASHDOD. — Sunfrost frozen food 
company this week started 
marketing a new frozen vegetable 
product, meluchiya, which is an 
Egyptian national dish that 
resembles spinach. 

Avraham Blass, general director 
of S unfr ost, told The Jerusalem 
Post that meluchiya will be 
marketed on a trial basis, especial- 
ly in areas where there is a large 
Arab population or many Jews of 
Oriental origin, particularly from 
Egypt. At & later stage the com- 
pany plana to export meluchiya to 
Egypt- 

Blass said that Jerusalem Post 
Editor Art Rath was indirectly 
responsible for the processing of 
this new product. After hearing a 
talk by Rath on Egypt and the 
mehichlya, he decided to try to 
develop it as an export product. 

Sunfrost is continuing to increase 
its exports at a rate of about 20 per 
cent a year, and this year It hopes to 
export 54.3m. worth of products 
compared to (3.6m. last year. 

The company hopes to buy about 

30.000 tons of produce this year, 
which will be processed into about 

12.000 tons of frozen products. This 
includes corn kernels, finger 
carrots, broccoli, and strawberries. 

Sunfrost is now starting to sell 
frozen pastries, after having bought 
the Yadkl company a year ago and 
more recently the Yisratron com- 
pany at Nahalat Yitzhak. These two 
companies will be moved to 
Ashdod. soon, Mn/1 will continue to 
produce the frozen pastries, which 
Include pizza, kreplech, bltotzes, 
bo re leas and ravioli.

Charles Goodman and Charles

Dutch friend of Israel 
promotes its goods

TEL AVIV. — Some $40 million 
more Israeli goods will be sold in 
Europe this year, thanks to the ef- 
forts of Karel van Oordt, a Dutch 
businessman wbo spends half his 
time in Israel and the rest In 
Europe promoting Israel. 

Van Oordt is an Evangelical 
Christian who is devoted to the 
future of Israel but who believes 
that the country needs more than 
sympathy and good words. "It 
needs a chance to stand on Its 
economic feet." 

To this end he has set up a com- 
pany in Jerusalem called Israel 
Promotion "80," which has been in- 
strumental in bringing many Chris- 
tian buying missions here. 

"So far we have either exported 
or have firm orders for the $40m. 
we intend to export this year," he 
said, adding that he also spends 
much of his time in Holland, 
Belgium, Scandinavia, and West 
Germany promoting Israeli goods. 
The market in these countries is 
vast, he says. 

He says he bases his sales pitch 
on three main points. The first Is 


that prices are competitive, the se- 
cond Is that the goods are of high 
quality, and the third Is that Israeli 
' businessmen are eager Jp iron out 
any problem which arises. 

The main export item has been 
chemicals (phosphates and insec- 
ticides), followed by textiles (not 
fashions but basic- It'ems of 
clothing), with music instruments 
probably being third. The latter 
consists mainly of wooden flutes 
which are sold to schoolchildren. 

Other export items have been 
cosmetics, veterinary products, 
processed goods, wines, and wind 
surfers (sort of surf board with a 
sail). 

Van Oordt, who inherited his love 
for Israel from Ms father, is 51. He 
is married, with eight children — 
four boys and four girls. Before 
launching IP80 he headed a 
flourishing Import business in 
Holland. 


Shares still shaky as index bonds rise

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Gaddafi’s accomplice 

IF THERE is any one regime anywhere that today epitomizes 
aggression, subversion, terrorism, treachery, and generally 
speaking defiance, of the most elementary norms of civilized 
society, it is surely Gaddafi's oil-soaked Libya. "The 
Washington Post" has aptly described it this week as "pound for 
pound, the nastiest regime going." 

Ever since he overthrew the Libyan monarchy some eleven 
years ago, and long before Ayatollah Khomeini came on the 
scene, Muammar Gaddafi has been active in spreading the 
revolution of fundamentalist Islamic populism all aroung the 
world. In his eyes, his ends justify the use of all means, and the 
Fouler the better. 

The bill of particulars against Gol. Gaddafi includes the brutal 
suppression of his opponents at home; the attempted assassina- 
tion of ail Libyan exiles abroad; the support of terrorist 
movements all the way from Ulster to the Philippines ; the in- 
stigation of rebellion in every one of the Arab states of North 
Africa; the propping up of the monstrous tyrannies of Idi Amin 
n Uganda and of Bok&ssa in the Central African Republic; the i 
Limed Intervention in Chad; the sacking of the French and 
American embassies in Tripoli. 

A lion’s share of Col. Gaddafi’s violent attention has, needless 
o say, been devoted to helping the cause of Israel’s extirpation. 

Although his own military power is, for the moment, sufficient 
inly for an opera buff a war, he has spared no effort on behalf of 
hose who are more actively battling the Jewish State. Most 
ecently he has been straining to undermine the peace that Mr. 
iadat signed with Mr. Begin: one of the means he is con- 
em plating is the killing of Egypt's president. He has crossed 
words with his good friend Yasser Arafat because the PLO 
;ader has, to his mind, been neglecting the duties of unreien- 
ing terror in favour of some terrorist diplomacy. 

Sometime in the next decade, he hopes to lay his hands on a 
;w “Moslem" atom bomba with which he, and not Saddam 
Fussein alone, may “nuke" Israel. 

The secret of such success as Libya’s tinpot dictator has en- 
jyed is, of course, oil, and still more oil. In order to secure some 
f that oil, and of the revenues it brings, seconder ate powers 
ich as France have, understandably perhaps, been most eager 
i do business with Muammar Gaddafi, even when he keeps 
pitting them in the face. The fact that Libya Is also serving as a 
irtual Soviet power-broker, too, does -not disturb nations like 
le French. 

But what about the U.S.? The American economy today 
drives only 10 per cent of its oil imports from Libya, while a full 
le-third of Libya’s oil exports go to the U.S. This would seem to 
ake Libya dependent on the U.S., rather than the other way 
>und. 

That the Libyans themselves are acutely aware of the fact is 
ime out by the revelations of their efforts to buy Billy Carter 
i a conduit to the White House. There is no evidence at all that 
e Americans have even thought of responding to these tactics 
om & position of strength, with the aim of disciplining the un- 
ly Libyans. 

On the contrary, all signs point to an almost desperate 
nericaii effort to get into the good grace of the Libyans. The 
ly use to which Zbigniew Brzezinski, the national security ad- 
aer, could think of putting Billy Carter’s prolonged — and il- 
sit — affair with Muammar Gaddafi, was to prevail on 
lomeiiu to release the American hostages in Teheran. The 
lid pro quo, it now appears, was the assurance — ■ of which 
iddafi boasted last December — that, after his re-election, 
tnmy Carter would be more ‘’neutral" in the conflict between 
rael and the Arabs and that U.S. policy towards the 
destinians would’ "Improve." 

[f President Carter has a mercenary, drunken boor for a 
other, that is a natural misfortune, and perhaps a family 
oblem. But when President Carter makes this mercenary, 
drunken boor his private goodwill emissary to the mad Libyan 
despot, he has become, even if unwittingly. Gaddafi's ac- 
complice. 


Something rotten in Haifa 

THE 13150,000 JUDGMENT which the Haifa District Court has 
just handed down against two senior Haifa municipality of- 
ficials is not the end of the litigation to which former city 
engineer Avraham Columbus bad to resort in order to obtain 
redress for the wrong done to him by the city. Still pending in the 
Labour Court la Mr. Columbus’ compensation claim against the 
municipality for breach of its contract with him back in 1976. 

-If the court finds for Mr. Columbus, as is not unlikely, the 
citizens of Haifa will have to pay the bill. 

Mr. Columbus, it may be recalled, was chosen to be city 
engineer by a public tender committee appointed, by the then 
Mayor Yosef Almogi, and headed by Deputy Mayor Yemham 
Zeisel. On May 2, 1976 he was to have started a six months' 
probation. But by then Mr. Almogi, breaking a solemn pre- 
election pledge to serve out at least one full term, left Haifa for 
greener pastures as chairman of the Jewish Agency — the call 
of higher duty, to be sure. 

His place was taken, with the full blessing of the local Labour 
Party branch, by his deputy. Mayor Zeisel, however, felt no 
obligation towards the new city engineer, his own appointee. He 
condoned the tactics of sabotage employed against Mr. Colum- 
bus by veteran engineers at City Hall. The ensuing chaos at the 
city engineer's department, never a bastion of efficiency, drew 
criticism from the press. Mayor Zeisel, unwilling to heed advice 
from those who knew better, solved the problem by declaring 
Mr. Columbus unfit for the job. 

As witness in court, Mr. Zeisel, now ex-mayor, sought refuge 
in repeated pleas of amnesia, for which he was roundly cen- 
sured by the judge. He did, however, manage to recollect that 
Mr. Cblumbus had been found the best available among the can- 
didates canvassed by a public tender committee beaded by 
himself. 

It should not, needless to say, have taken a Columbus to 
reveal to the public the sorry state of the city of Haifa. The 
lethargy, indifference, indeed corruption — not necessarily in 
the sense of graft — of Haifa's municipal bureaucracy has been 
widely laid to Labour control of City Hall since the late Abba 
Khouahy won election as mayor in 1951. There is a great deal of 
truth in this. 

Lately, under Mayor Arye Gurel, there has been some im- 
provement. But there is still a long way to go for Israel’s third 
city. 


Deputy caretaker 

The Post’s MARK SEGAL interviews Yoram Aridor, one 
of the Begin inner circle, who has held five portfolios 
without being a minister. 
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SUBSTITUTING FOR the prime 
minister has become only too com- 
mon during Mcnahem Begin’s 
tenure of that office: but Yoram 
Arldor has created what must be a 
record In this field. He has taken 
the premier's place in no less than 
five ministries which Begin has 
chosen to head in a caretaker 
capacity during various cabinet 
reshuffles: Justice: Transport: 
Communications: Industry. Trade 
and Tourism: and Social Better- 
ment. One of the inner Herut circle 
of Begin loyalists, he also stands in 
for the premier in the economic 
cabinet, and at question time in the 
Knesset. 

When to all this one adds his 
chairmanship of the Herut Party’s 
15- man secretariat, it is not difficult 
to understand why he has acquired 
the reputation of being one of the 
hardest- working members of the 
Begin administration. 

While in public he has a 
rhetorical style not unlike that of 
his party leader, the 47-year-old 
Aridor Is. in fact, a rather shy and 
private man. A lawyer by profes- 
sion (as well as a Hebrew Universi- 
ty graduate in economics and 
political science), he is very careful 
in choosing bis words. 

Of all the ministries he has looked 
after, the one most to his taste was 
Social Betterment, for he was in- 
volved in social issues for 17 years 
while co-leader with David Levy 
(now housing minister) of the 
Herut Histadrut faction. He is 
proud of the fact that during his 
time at the Social Betterment 
Ministry, he was able to Initiate 
bills on a minimum wage, a 
national pension and a national 
health service, although the Incum- 
bent minister, Israel Katz, is now 
identified with these measures. 

IN ARIDOR’S VIEW, the enact- 
ment of such social laws would help 
to draw estranged Likud voters 
back to the fold. But the main issue 
In the next election campaign would 
be "the prevention of the partition 
anew of Eretz Tisrael by the 
Labour Party." 

He would advise Labour to stop 
counting its 10th Knesset seats now, 
if only because of the staggeringly 
high proportion of undecided 
voters. AH of the polls mention at 
least 30 per cent and sometimes at 
most 40 per cent of “don't knows." 
he pointed out. 

Asked how he hoped to coax the 
disenchanted Likud (largely Herut) 
voters back into the fold. Aridor 
said that while they may have gone 
off the Likud for the time being, 
most of them still cannot stomach 
Labour. 

"I think they simply want the 
Likud to do better," he said, 
suggesting that the beat approach 
might be a combination of "the

right kind of Information policy and 
the adoption of a certain number of 
social measures, plus emphasis on 
ensuring the future of an undivided 
Eretz Tisrael." After all, he 
argued, “the polls indicate that 
those same floating voters also sup- 
port our policies." 

Did he believe that the panacea 
was to be found in launching a se- 
cond TV channel, as advocated by 
Finance Minister Yigael Hurvitz 
and Energy Minister Yitzhak 
Moda'i !’T am in favour of asecond 
channel.” he replied, but I don't 
bank on it. It won't help us if we 
have Channel Three. Four or Five, 
if our cabinet ministers continue to 
slander each other. All we'll have is 
a repetition of their leaks on two 
channels. Instead of only one as 
now." 

ARIDOR BELIEVES strongly that 
too few members of the public 
realize the dangers to Israel’s 
national security inherent in 
Labour-Mapam Alignment policies. 
All their talk of territorial com- 
promise "is so much eyewash. 
Their Jordanian option is a fic- 
titious option, a fata morgana he 
declared with an uncharacteristic 
display of passion. 

The Likud wished to avoid the 
partition anew of Eretz Tisrael so 
as to prevent the emergence of a 
Soviet satellite Palestinian state, 
which would be the "inevitable out- 
come" of the Alignment policy. 

"It is clear that the moment Hus- 
sein gets any territory, he will hand 
it over to Arafat. It will mean that if 
we wish to prevent such a hostile 
neighbour emerging plus a Soviet 
airlift as soon as it declares in- 
dependence. we will have to 


• mobilize the Defence Force. 

“Labour’s Jordanian option must 
eventually lead to war. So the na- 
tion must reject Shimon Peres' 
proposals, which will endanger our 
essential interests.” 

He also took the Labour Party 
leader to task for urging 
withdrawal from the West Bank in 
exchange for an interim agreement 
with King Hussein. 

"What it means Is that not only 
will It lead to a Palestinian state, 
but we won't even get peace in ex- 
change. It means that Peres* plan is 
more adventurous than that of 
•Peace Now."’ 

DISCUSSING the government’s 
. record, he acknowledged that it had 
image problems. 

•’Let -me observe that the 
government’s performance is much 
better than its message and Its in- 
formation services." he said. 

Aridor would "sell” the govern- 
ment by highlighting "its seven 
historic achievements, which are 
taken too much for granted, even 
by the well-informed." Towering 
above them all was the attainment 
of peace with Egypt. 

"Menahem Begin succeeded 
where five previous Labour 
premiers failed. They tried to reach 
peace on the basis of territorial 
compromise, but they failed," he 
pointed out triumphantly, not 
forgetting to stress that he excluded 
Sinai from his ruling out of 
territorial compromise. 

Next came the ensuring of securi- 
ty along the northern border, which 
he saw as the outcome of the Litani 
operation. A security belt had been 
established from Mount Hermon to 
the sea.’ ‘and the concept of 
Fatahland, from where they used to 
terrorize Upper Galilee, has dis- 
appeared from our vocabulary." 

Thirdly, the Likud government 
had established dozens of 
settlements In Samaria, and raised 
the Jewish population there to 
20 . 000 . 

"There are those who regard the 
settlements as unnecessary," be 
said, "but we who consider them 
absolutely essential in settling 
Eretz Yisrael and in ensuring our 
security interests are proud of our 
record. At the same time, we have 
not neglected Galilee, unlike 
previous governments. In the 
decade prior to 1077, only one 
Jewish village was added to the 
map of Galilee. Since we took of- 
fice, we have added 40 settlements 
and observation outposts." 

The Likud government's fourth 
achievement was the lifting of a 
heavy financial burden from hun- 
dreds of thousands of families by 
enacting compulsory and free post- 
elementary education. 

Fifthly, it had reduced the 
number of families living In over- 
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crowded conditions (three and 
more to & room) from 28,000 
families to 14,000 families. 

The sixth achievement was the 
Intensification of tax collections 
and the assault on "black capital." 

Finally, there was “Project 
Renewal," which involved tackling 
no less than 165 slum quarters. 

“This is the first time that any 
government has formulated a clear 
programme to rehabilitate such 
neighbourhoods — 65 of them for a 
start. Yes. I know people complain 
that it's not moving ahead as fast as 
it should, yet at least our govern- 
ment did care enough to put the 
problem on its agenda, which 
Labour failed to do." 

As a coda, he mentioned the im- 
provement in exports, which bad 
risen by 40 per cent in the past year, 
with imports dropping- 

THE HERUT manager admitted 
•Israel's runaway inflation, . but 
claimed that its sources lay beyond 
the control of any government, par- 
ticularly with the rocketing cost of 
oil. We had to pay $2.Sb. per annum 
for fuel he noted, setting this 
staggering figure in proportion in 
mentioning the IL2b. cut fr om the 
defence budget. 

He repeated the Likud line that 
Israel's economic problems were 
inherent In what it had inherited, 
from the Labour regime, quite 
apart from the high level of defence 
spending and debt repayment. A 
contributory factor was the cost of 
re -siting military airfields In the 
Negev, over and above what the 
Americans had covered. 

Yet, he proceeded to argue, on 
the whole the average family’s liv- 
ing standards had not dropped, but 
risen. The linkage system ensured - 


_ that the individual was not too 
ly hurt by Inflation, and he 
semally was for X00G> per < 
linkage of the cost-of-B' 
allowance, if only to ensure st 
stability- and reduce pressure 
wage Increments.

SECOND TV CHANNEL 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Poet 

Sir, — We are 44 people, 
members of Temple Beth El of 
Boca Raton, Florida, a congrega- 
tion of 750 families, who have just 
returned from a tour of Israel, led 
by our Rabbi, Merle E. Singer. Our 
congregation has always been in 
the forefront of the support of 
Israel. It is also a strong arm of 
Reform Judaism in the U.S. 

We should like to bring to your 
attention the following problem we 
encountered in Israel: On Thurs- 
day. May l. Rabbi Singer requested 
that a room be made available at 
the Sheraton Hotel, Tel Aviv, for 
our Temple Beth El Group to hold a 
Friday Evening Service. We call 
your attention to the fact that the 
Hotel Management did provide for 
an Orthodox Service, complete with 
Tora and Rabbi. We informed the 
hotel management that as Reform 
Jews, our men and women would be 
sitting together; and therefore, out 
of respect to the sensitivities of the 
Orthodox congregation, njre would 
prefer to hold our own service. 

On Friday afternoon, May 2, we 
were informed by the hotel 
management that we could not bold 
our reform service in the hotel on 
Shabbat. The hotel management 
made it quite clear that they could 
only permit an Orthodox service at 
the hotel. The suggestion was made 
that the group celebrate the Shab- 
bat at the local Reform congrega- 
tion outside the hotel. This sugges- 
tion was unacceptable to the group. 

Rabbi Singer then inquired: “If I 
were a priest wishing to hold a 
mass on Friday evening, would you 
grant us use of a room?" The 
answer was, yes. 

At this point. Rabbi Singer In- 
formed the hotel that we did not 
need a room, that in true Jewish 
tradition, we could hold a service 
wherever a mmyan is formed — 
and that*the group had decided to 
hold its Shabbat service In the lobby 
of the hotel. As a result, the 


management responded by giving 
us a damp, dank discotheque room 
in the sub-basement of the hotel, a 
room which gave us .the feeling of 
being Marranos in the land we had 
always considered our spiritual 
homeland. 

As American Jews, we believe is 
freedom of worship. Our slogan for 
our national UJA drives has been: 
"We are one” — but apparently not 
In Israel. In this case we were 
denied the right to function as 
Reform Jews in the land of our 
forefathers.

As a Reform Jew from Boston 
who has attempted to establish new 
standards in- ray profession in 
Israel, I am personally and 
professionally upset and shocked at 
the treatment they received in the 
hotel for which I bear ultimate 
responsibility. I give you my 
promise that such an incident will 
never occur in our hotel again.
